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Elders Lose In Welfare Transfer 
State Refuses Added Financing 


A tide of indignation and dismay has risen within the state 
pending a eutback in home services needed to keep elder persons 
out of hospitals and nursing homes. 

With the transfer to the Department of Elder Affairs from the 
Department of Public Welfare of all clients over 65, Home Care 
Corporations will suffer from an overload of cases and insuf¬ 
ficient funds. 

Frank J. Manning, President of the Legislative Council of 
Older Americans, issued the following statement on January 6: 

“After several delays, the deadline for the transfer of Welfare 
existing services to Elder Affairs has been agreed upon. June 30, 
1977 is the official deadline for the transfer of the remaining 3,- 
600 clients. 

“The horrendous part of the proposed transfer is that Home 
Care directors are being asked to take on this additional case 
load without adequate funding. This reckless policy couid lead 
to emasculation of Home Care services and create long waiting 
lists of frustrated clients who will be on an ‘on file’ status. 

“Our constituency is heavily involved in this program, and we 
demand that the Governor and Elder Affairs take immediate 
steps to halt the transfer or adequately finance it. We believe 
that the whole concept of home care and its announced objec¬ 
tive, de-institutionalization, will be discredited unless ap¬ 
propriate state officials exercise strong leadership to provide 
adequate financing and guidelines for the development of these 


services.” 

Home Care directors had estimated that the cost of the 
transfer would reach $7 million beyond the $7.5 million already 
all6cated. $4.1 million left in unallocated funds is being held by 
Elder Affairs pending study of the impact of the transfer. An in- 
house report from Administration and Finance has questioned 
additional funding. The result of insufficient funding will be that 
large numbers of older persons who are unable to live in¬ 
dependently will be placed in nursing homes or hospitals, at con¬ 
siderably higher cost to the state. 

HCCs in urban areas arc being forced to close intake on 
applications, as well as reduce services to clients already on their 
rolls. Directors have been advised by Secretary of Elder Affairs 
Rose Claffey to keep waiting lists of applicants, and to accept 
new clients only in dire emergencies. 

Lewis Levenson. director ot Somer\ ille-Camoridge Home 
Care, estimates that in his service area an additional $400,000 
will be needed to provide services for present and added clients. 
By the end of June, the agency must absorb 150 elders from 
Welfare rolls, and Levenson estimates that an additional 250 
may apply during the next six months. 

“It looks as if about January 15th we must say to any new 
applicants, ‘All we can do is hold your hand and tell you what we 
can't do for you,' " he said. 


34 Summer Jobs Offered By Parks 
& Recreation Dept.

Applications are now 
available at the Parks and 
Recreation office for 34 
various summer positions 
between the hours of 9:00 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. daily. 

The 34 positions to be filled 
include twenty persons for 
pl'ayground leaders, six in¬ 
structors for Arts and Crafts 
and three instructors for ten¬ 
nis. Three supervisors are 
needed, one for the position of 
Playground Director, one for 
Arts and Crafts Director, and 
a person to direct the ever¬ 
growing pre-school play¬ 


ground program. These three 
positions must have a degree in 
youth services or a related 
field. Two people will also be 
hired for the summer mainte¬ 
nance division which is 
a 40-hour-per-wcek job and 
will run for 12 weeks beginning 
June 6. These hours will be 
flexible. 

Those persons who have 
been employed previously in 
the summer program will have 
a preference but must file an 
application to be considered 
again this summer. 

Minimum age for applicants 


is 18 years of age, or comple¬ 
tion of high school in June. 
Applicants must be continuing 
their education in Community 
Recreation or a related field. 
A lifesaving certificate is an 
advantage, but not necessary. 

Playgrounds will begin on 
July 5 for eight weeks and 
close on August 26. The ten 
playgrounds will open Monday 
through Friday, six hours per 
day, 9:00 a.m. to 12 noon and 
1:00 p.m. to 4:00 p.m. The ten 
play areas will close for an 
hour each day from 12-1 p.m. 
and the children are expected 
to leave the area. The 
playgrounds will also be closed 
when field trips are scheduled 
as all leaders will be expected 


to supervise on these trips. 

Completed applications 
must be submitted to the Parks 
and Recreation office in per¬ 
son by April 30 as all persons 
are interviewed to try and ob¬ 
tain the best staff possible. 

Applications are also 
available for persons who are 
interested in working as um¬ 
pires in the baseball and soft- 
ball leagues during the 
summer months. 

An umpires' clinic will be 
run by the department prior to 
the season. At that time, the 
rules and regulations will be 
discussed and the correct field 
positions for umpires will be 
demonstrated.

All parents who have 
children eligible to enter 
kindergarten in September of 
1977 are requested to contact 
the elementary school in their 
area. Children who will attain 
age five during the year 1977 
are eligible to enter 
kingdergarten in September of 
1977. 


2. Armed Services 
Vocational Aptitude Battery 

Forty-nine Agawam High 
School students scored ex¬ 
tremely high in the Armed 
Services Aptitude Battery tak¬ 
en on November 30 at the high 
school. 

The ASVAB is designed to 
measure capabilities for 
success that students have 


developed over an extended 
period of time. This test should 
help students make better 
decisions in either civilian or 
military careers. It is a 
national test. 35,291 high 
school students from all over 
the country representing 633 
high schools participated. The 
test battery measures aptitudes 
in six areas: electrical- 


electronics; communications: 
general-technical; motor- 
mechanical: general- 

mechanical; and clerical- 
administrative. 

Seventeen Agawam students 
scored in the top 10% of the 
entire country in one or more 
categories; and seven scored in 
the top .01% of the entire 
country in one or more 
categories.

Governor Michael S. Dukakis is understandably buoyed 
these days as he criss-crosses the Commonwealth in a grassroots 
effort to reach out to the electorate and make folks understand 
what he's doing to make government work. 

Badgered and bedeviled for the first year and a half of his ad¬ 
ministration, the chief executive now feels he may be out of the 
doghouse with many voters, and, indeed, public opinion polls 
substantiate this assessment. From an “unfavorable” majority 
just nine months ago, the “new” Dukakis" now is viewed 
favorably by more persons than those who disapprove of him. 

Without question, Governor Dukakis remains plagued by an 
image of leaderlessness stemming, in large measure, from his 
disastrous first year in office. Nonetheless, it is true that the 
young chief executive has moved positively to alleviate problems 
that arc residual from prior administrations on Beacon Hill. 

Dukakis’ relationship with the Massachusetts Legislature 
remains standoffish. Assuredly, however, he is making a belated 
effort to correct this huge gap in his effort at running state 
government. This is emphasized by a new and warmer 
relationship with Senate President Kevin B. Harrington and a 
gradual thawing of same with House Speaker Thomas W 
McGee.

The evidence is in the affirmative, and Dukakis himself is con¬ 
vinced of it based upon his reception at the regular twice 
monthly “town meetings” he holds throughout Massachusetts. 

Just short months ago. Dukakis was greeted at these sessions 
with outright or thinly veiled hostility, complaints, and questions 
or observations that reflected bitter disenchantment with him. 
This was his inevitable legacy from the thunderous abandon¬ 
ment of his “no new taxes” pledge, the cutback of programs, a 
staggering economy, the paucity of jobs, etc. 

Now a different mood prevails. The reception is warmer. Peo¬ 
ple seem more understanding. Complaints remain but are fewer 
and less bitter. Dukakis now leaves these "town meetings" with 
a stronger sense of accomplishment, and acceptance. 

Even within the Administration and his personal political 
operation, enthusiasm about the governor’s performance is on 
the rise. Most of the gubernatorial advisors’ thoughts on the 
boss' performance is on the upswing and the mood among his 
key campaign coordinators around the state has switched from 
gloom to guarded optimism. 

For the voters and taxpayers of the Commonwealth, the plus 
factor about this changing perception of the governor is that, 
hopefully, better government will result. 

As the midway point in his four-year term nears, Dukakis' 
change from a stubborn, uncompromising stance with the 
Legislature means that vital problems no longer will be hurt 
automatically as. a result, of petty vindictiveness or stiff-necked 
resistance on either side. 

This is not to suggest that rank-and-file lawmakers are falling 
over one another to praise the governor, or even feel he has lived 
up to the bright promise of the campaign trail two years ago. It 
is to suggest that his relationship with the Democratic leadership 
is improved, and that some legislators are more disposed to try 
to work with him. A hard core of the disenchanted remain, in¬ 
cluding many solons who eagerly embraced Dukakis on the 
campaign trail and felt shortchanged by his performance in the 
"corner office at the State House." 

Governor Dukakis slowly is starting to see state government 
as a two-way street, one in which lawmakers justifiably must 
have strong input. He's slower at shooting from the hip 
nowadays, less combative with his fellow Democrats on Beacon 
Hill, and, generally, is more disposed to admit that maybe — 
just maybe — he can be wrong. This is all to the good. 

The chief executive will need all the benefits inherent in his 
better relationship with the Legislature, and his improving 
acceptance by the people, as there are storm clouds on the 
political horizon — a possible need for even more state taxes. 
Dukakis himself on a recent day noted that those two “tem¬ 
porary" taxes that gored his image so badly in his first year now 
must be made permanent. 

No matter how justified, that simply won’t sit well with the 
voters. And if he has to propose added taxes, as some sources 
think likely, serious problems loom. 

Encouragingly, a new and better Dukakis — more like the one 
promised on the campaign trail — seems to be emerging. He"! 
need every iota of his newfound strengths to cope in the days 
ahead.

A Security Crisis 


Resusci-Anne 
Family Grows 


The Massachusetts General Court returned to Beacon HiU 
this week, and one of the major issues before the lawmakers in 
1977 will be how to handle the overcrowding in the Com¬ 
monwealth’s correctional facilities which has now reached the 
crisis stage. 

Reluctantly, we have reached the conclusion that a sensible 
shortrange solution must be implemented while the larger, over¬ 
riding problem is thrashed out in legislative debate. That im¬ 
mediate solution is to convert some existing state-owned 
properties into small, medium or minimum security facilities. 

Admittedly, that will cost some money and strong protests are 
inevitable in the communities involved — but what other choice 
is there? 

At this point in time, the state is running out of spaces in 
which to put lawbreakers. Indeed, on one occasion late last year 
two criminals were turned loose because there was no jail space 
available. If we must make a choice of having criminals running 
free on the streets over the inevitable localized protests from 
those who don’t want security facilities within their com¬ 
munities, then we must choose the more logical step. We submit 
that step is to convert present properties into security centers for 
the least dangerous lawbreakers. 

All the evidence suggests it is the certainty of the punishment 
that is the real deterrent against crime, not the fact that the term 
may be a long one. For that reason, we also endorse a searching 
re-examination as to how available prison space is being used. 
Lawbreakers now are being sent away for longer terms, and that 
may be counterproductive for all we know. 

How is our available prision space being used? Who’s in 
prison, and for how long? Are people held in cells that don’t have 
to be locked up for the public’s safety? 

These are all legitimate questions. It costs the state $14,000 a 
year to keep someone in prison, so that means neither the space 
nor the money should be wasted. 

In any case, the entire situation needs a fresh, hard look. We 
hope the Legislature will establish a blue ribbon study commis¬ 
sion to look at this entire problem. It is a question of vital con¬ 
cern to all our residents, those in prison as well as outside.

The town of 
Agawam has three adult 
Rcsusci Annes which were 
donated by the Moose Club, 
Agawam Police Wives and the 
Rcsusci Anne Fund. CPR is 
the technique of keeping a per¬ 
son alive that is not breathing 
and whose heart is not beating, 
such as with a heart attack or 
drowning, until he can be 
taken to the hospital for ad¬ 
vanced care. CPR on infants is 
most often needed for drown¬ 
ing or suffocation.

For years the military services’ procurement of weap¬ 
ons has been shot through with scandal, non-competi¬ 
tive purchases, parochial duplication, questionable con¬ 
tracts smacking of favoritism or worse, etc. 

The latest example is the indefensible Air Force 
selection of the designer and builder ofanairmissiie 
to conduct tests on that missile to determine whether 
it’s ready for production! 

As the biggest spender of the three services, the Air 
Force has generally had its way in the Pentagon, in 
providing favors such as free transportation, aides, and 
other favors, the Air Force has become a powerful lob¬ 
bying influence on Capitol Hill. With several retired 
Air Force generals in key committee positions dealing 
with procurement, that service almost invariably has 
its way, in some cases when the public interest is 
thwarted. 

The Army is weakest among the three, with many of 
its pet projects and weapons threatened; it has less 
lobbying power, no computer bank to compare with the 
Air Force “secret weapon” in Washington, etc. The 
Navy is in the middle, highly parochial about many of 
its weapons, guilty of duplication in many cases, try¬ 
ing not to be swallowed by the Air Force, as the Army 
has been, in effect. 

And all three are regularly involved in highly ques¬ 
tionable procurement decisions. Certain contractors 
are favored, parochial or duplication decisions are 
made, Congress is misled, costs are underestimated, 
etc. In short, the relationship between big defense cor¬ 
porations and the sendees is far from what it should 
be. Procurement is carried on in a highly dubious way. 
That’s been going on for thirty years or more. 

The system should be cleaned up. The Air Force 
should be separated from congressional and executive 
air transportation, and a strict code of procurement pro¬ 
cedure should be established and firmly enforced. 

Retired officers should be barred from accepting 
board memberships, vice presidencies, and other good¬ 
ies or “payoffs” from defense companies they have 
been dealing with in the service before retirement. A 
glance at the list of recently retired officers working 
for defense contractors is convincing proof of the need 
for this reform.

Why is there a slowdown of new drugs being 
developed in this country? -- C.C.

The Vermont Fish and f 
Game Dept, has opened 35 t 
large lakes to trout, bass and ^ 
salmon fishing. Open date was , 
January 15. Of course, this is f 
ice fishing and the season will ( 
run to the second Sunday in ( 
March, the 13th. I 

The complete listing of these ( 
lakes can be found in the . 
department’s Digest of Fish & | 
Game Laws and Regulations. , 
In the ’77 edition, the listing 
appears on page 26. All other 
species legal for ice fishing 
may also be taken from these 
waters, and admittedly they 
make up most of the catch on 
many waters. 

The fishing season for trout 
and salmon in open water 
opened January 1 in New 
Hampshire. I have been asked 
about license fees for 1977 so 
here you are. Nonresident hun¬ 
ting, $45.50; nonresident 
fishing for the season, 
$15.50; nonresident archery 
license, $15.50; and a nonresi¬ 
dent muzzle loaders license is 
$15.50. However, you must 
have a regular hunting license 
before it is valid. 

We had scheduled a hunting 
trip to Pennsylvania this past 
fall, but had to cancel out the 
last minute. If we had gone, we 
would have had a lot ol hun¬ 
ting space. In Pennsylvania ap¬ 
proximately two million acres 
of private farmland is opened 
to hunters through the 
Cooperative Farm-Game 
Project. Additional millions 
are available through Forest- 
Game and Safety Zone 
programs. 

Currently, 1977 Farm Game 
Projects are active in 57 coun¬ 
ties. A total of 16,619 
cooperators offer over 1,982,- 
000 acres to public hunting 


through this program. 

Farm game, through the 
generous cooperation of 
private landowners, furnishes , 
the habitat for sport hunting in 
the agricultural regions of the 
state where publicly owned 
land is limited. j 

Land management per¬ 
sonnel made over 37,000 lan- ( 
downer contracts, distributed 
almost 1,400,000 tree and 
shrub seedlings to cooperators, 
and .implemented 557 acres of 
woodland border cuttings to 
improve wildlife food and 
cover on Farm Game Projects 
in the last fiscal year. 

In Massachusetts we have to 
fight every year to defeat bills 
that would do'away with our 
hunting and fishing. Many 
acres of land that is being 
managed by the Department . 
of Enviornmental Manage¬ 
ment is a no-no to hunters. We 
have people being appointed to 
top management jobs that are 
anti-hunting and have no 
background for the positions 
that they are filling. We are 
losing top men in their fields to 
federal agencies and private 
enterprises. It makes one sad, 
when you read where other 
states are progressing forward 
to new goals in game manage¬ 
ment, public hunting areas, 
and cooperation between 
private landowners and state 
' personnel. In Massachusetts 

* we are progressing backward.

there were 30,000 deer killed 
1 on the highways. This is ten 

’ times the deer that is harvested 
' in Massachusetts during the 
gun season.

Total assets of Westfield

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Because some of Amer¬ 
ica’s best businessmen are 
thinking small, their busi¬ 
ness records' have become 
more secure. 

By using microfilm (a 
high resolution film con¬ 
taining an image greatly re¬ 
duced in size from the orig¬ 
inal), it is now possible to 
duplicate irreplaceable re¬ 
cords as an assurance against 
the loss or destruction of 
the originals. What’s more, 
many managers have found 
that microfilm gives them 
file integrity. In other 
words, it gives them the 
ability to retrieve and re¬ 
produce a document with¬ 
out a chance of its being 
lost or stolen. 

Because microfilm great¬ 
ly reduces bulk (sometimes 
using only 1 /56th of the 
space formerly required) the 
condensed volume can be 
accommodated in a relative¬ 
ly small vault or insulated 
safe. Duplicate copies of the 
secured film can be made 
very quickly in case of a dis¬ 
aster. And, according to the 
experts at the National 


Micrographics Association, 
the integrity of film is guar¬ 
anteed because a specific 
document cannot be mis¬ 
filed. An entire roll could be 
lost or misfiled, but it 
wpuld be readily evident 
and a duplicate could be 
made to replace it. 


Not only does business 
use microfilm systems, gov¬ 
ernment does, too. In fact, 
our entire social security re¬ 
cords are kept on microfilm, 
one reason why retired per¬ 
sons can expect to receive 
their checks on time and for 
the right amounts. In gov¬ 
ernment, as well as industry, 
smallness is a big security 
aid.
